Mrs. Bertha Held 
On Trip To Germany 


Arlington Park, 111., June 16— 
The fastest photo-finish camera in 
j American racing will be introduced 
I to mid-west racing fans for the 
j first time during the “Golden Thir- 
j ty Days” of racing which opens 
here. June 28. 
It’s the “Lightning Eye,” Arling­ 
ton Park’s latest contribution to 
speed and accuracy in the sport of 
kings. It offers the fastest lense, 
the fastest exposure and the fast­ 
est development in photo-finish sci­ 
ence. 
The Lightning Eye, which pro­ 
vides automatic projection of the 
finished film for the inspection of 
the placing judges 
two minutes 
faster than any other photo-finish 
apparatus, was perfected by Jim­ 
my J. Jones, youngest camera sci­ 
entist in racing. 
Jones, a racing 
veteran despite his youth, set up 
the first Australian totalizator in 
America, at Hialeah Park. 
Formally known as the Jones 
Photo-Fnish, the 
Lightning 
Eye 
is twenty percent faster at its 
normal speed than the next fastest 
of the photo-finish cameras. The 
latest advance in racing camera 
speed and accuracy, it will offer a 
record of the finish before the 
jockeys have had time to dismount 
and weigh out. 
The Lightning Eye normally pho­ 
tographs 200 frames, or pictures, 
a second and can be stepped up to 
operate at 250 frames a second. Its 
speed means that the camera will 
stop the winning horse with his 
nose either on the w ire or so close 
to it that a magnifying glass is 
needed to check the difference. It 
will accurately show all the money 
horses in their respective positions. 
The camera’s 
speed, 
however, 
does not stop with the lense and 
film. 
After recording the finish, 
the film passes automatically into 
the developing tank, where it is 
developed in the almost unheard of 
time of thirty seconds. 
Following its development, by 
Jimmy Jones’ own formula, the film 
is fed into the 
fixing solution, 
which makes permanent the work 
of the developer. Threading of the 
film inlo the projector is being 
completed at the same time by an 
expert in the Lightning Eye booth. 
At the and of forty seconds, dur­ 
ing which the fixing is completed, 
the projector starts operating au­ 
tomatically. The picture is flashed 
on a two-way screen and may be 
viewed from either side ol the 
screen. 
• The entire operation has taken 
but a minute and ten seconds, dur­ 
ing which time the placing judges 
have had time to walk from their 
stand to their private projection 
room on the other side of the 
screen. The film of* the finish is run 
at their command so they may de­ 
termine the exact order of the 
money horses. Before the jockeys 
have had time to weigh out, the 
numbers of the top horses are flash­ 
ed on the board. 
As the latest move by Arlington 
Park to keep in the 
forefront in 
racing developments, the Lightning 
Eye will aid in the distribution of 
$376,600 in stakes, purse money 
and 
special 
awards 
during 
the 
“Golden Thirty Days.”

E. I). Whitmore Meets 
Death on R. R. Cross­ 
ing Near Itasca. 


E. I). Whitmore, principal of the 
Arlington 
H e i g h t s elementary 
schools w’as instantly killed about 
7:30 o’clock Monday morning at 
the Route 53 crossing of the Chica­ 
go and Milwaukee railroad west of 
Itasca. 
He had left his home in 
Glen Ellyn and was on his way to 
Arlington Heights in preparation 
for the final week of school. 
The grade crossing is unprotect­ 
ed except by a country sign and it 
is supposed that Mr. Whitmore’s 
thoughts were so intent upon school 
affairs, that he failed to notice the 
local train No. 38, Chicago bound.

Action Taken To 
J \ 
Purify Du Page Streams 


Action to purify DuPage county 
streams, especially the west branch 
of the Du Page 
river and Salt 
creek, has been taken by the state 
health department, through Frank 
J. 
Jirka, 
state 
health 
director. 
Such action was taken by a sur­ 
vey made the latter part of May 
and early this month by state en­ 
gineers, at the request of the Du- 
Page chapter of the lzaak Walton 
league. 
Three state agencies now are 
joined in an effort to purge the 
streak s. They are, the state de­ 
partment of health, the state de­ 
partment of conservation, and the 
state sanitation of water, Mr, Jirka 
being chairman of thY board ol the 
last named body. 
“A mobile laboratory has been 
established 
at 
Naperville, 
with 
four sanitary engineers assigned to 
the task of inspecting every foot of 
the stream to the headquarters for 
sewer outlets,” Mr. Jirka said. 
“ it has been established that raw 
sewage enters the west branch of 
DuPage river from one municipal­ 
ity, two orphanages, two 
schools, 
two country clubs, three sanatoria, 
and many summer cottages. 
Be­ 
cause the river offers fine recrea­ 
tion facilities, 
an effort will be 
made to abate these nuisances be­ 
fore fall.” 
While no names were spoken, 
complaints have been 
registered 
that the Wheaton sanitary district 
is dumping raw 
sewage at flood 
time into a branch of the DuPage. 
West Chicago has its new sewage 
disposal plant in operation. Elm­ 
hurst has its sanitation plant go­ 
ing full blast, and others who have 
polluted the two streams are mak­ 
ing plans to clear up the situation. 
Carl E. Schwob, chief technical 
engineer of the state water board, 
spoke at a meeting of the Izauk 
Walton league in Glen Ellyn last 
week. He declined to make a pub­ 
lic report of the survey he recently 
made, but said he would mail a re­ 
port to all municipalities in the 
county. 
He will be in charge of 
further surveys in this county.

SMALL POX 
Small pox has doubtless existed 
since time immemorial, but no au­ 
thentic records of epidemics exist, 
prior to the sixth century. It did 
not reach England until the tenth 
century. Cortez, a spanish explorer, 
brought it to the western hemis­ 
phere (Mexico) shortly after the 
discovery of the new world. Until 
the nineteenth century, this disease 
held sway as the greatest scourge 
of mankind. 
It is estimated that 
the disease destroyed 
in 
Europe 
alone, more than 200.000 lives an- 
j nually. 
This disease is now held in check 
J by vaccination throughout the civil­ 
ized world, but still holds ravag­ 
ing sway in the hinterland of the 
less enlightened countries. Where 
compulsory vaccination is 
rigidly 
enforced, it tends to assume a very 
mild form; but whenever 
a com­ 
munity becomes lax, the disease 
appears in the malignant 
form; 
this was very conclusively shown 
in the several severe epidemics on 
the 
American 
continent 
during 
1922, 23 and 24. 
In 1798. Edward Jenner, a small 
town 
practising 
physician, 
pub­ 
lished his memorable work on small 
, pox vaccination. Prior to this time, 
I the methods were crude and dang­ 
erous, only those persons having 
had small pox and recovering, were 
immune to the disease. I he miracu­ 
lous decline in incidence and death 
rate from small pox during the first 
decade of the 19th century, can be 
! attributed w holly to the vaccina­ 
tion technique of Jenner. 
During 
the nineteenth century and early 
part of the twentieth very little in­ 
formation of a practical value was 
added to that already promulgated 
by Jenner. 
Within the past ten 
years, a more refined technique has 
been instituted, so that at the pres­ 
ent time, large disfiguring vaccin­ 
ation scars are not necessary. 
In order to properly protect an 
individual from this disease, the 
best medical opinion advises that 
the infant be vaccinated at the age 
of 6 months, again when the child 
starts school, usually when six or 
seven years old. 
He should again 
be vaccinated at the age of 14, and 
revaccinated every five to seven 
years thereafter. 
Occasionally, an individual will 
not react to a vaccination. At least 
three trials should be made with 
good vaccine virus, and, in event of 
further lailure, after a year vac­ 
cination should be repeated. A small 
group will not react; it is then con­ 
sidered the best policy to resort to 
other methods of vaccination. 
A 
new method of immunizing these 
resistant individuals has been de­ 
vised, and has been released for 
clinical use in Feb., 1937. The ex­ 
perimental work was done by Dr. 
T. M. Rivers of the Rockefeller In­ 
stitute for Medical Research, and 
his results have been very satisfac­ 
tory. 
This problem is one for the con­ 
sideration of all parents: it is an 
obligation they owe their children.

it is below standard or comes from 
infected herds or farms which em­ 
ploy h a n d s afflicted with contagious 
liseases.

Arlington booted away its con­ 
ference opener with Niles township 
after amassing an apparently safe 
lead. The second game, with Ela, 
was a deserved defeat, as the Card­ 
inals made only one hit and turned 
in eight errors. A lop-sided score ( 
in the third game was, nevertheless, j 
unnecessary. 
The coach of the • 
winners remarked after the game j 
that Arlington had beaten itself. • 
Lake Forest handed the Cards their'’ 
fourth loss as one of the few poor- j 
Iv pitched games of the season was ' 
coupled with another one-hit out­ 
put by Arlington’s sluggers. Wild- i 
ness by the pitcher set up two ral- j 
lies by Lake Forest to sew up the 
game. Within one week Arlington I 
then won two victories, hammer- i 
ing out twenty-two hits, including 
five for extra bases. These cherish­ 
ed victories were followed by a 
beating from Leyden, in which 
comic baseball was featured by the 
losers. 
Then came the finish at 
Lake Forest. 
Arlington had a team which was 
not well-balanced. An experienced 
outfield was matched by an infield 
which was entirely new. Two high- 
caliber pitchers started the season 
Without help from the catching de­ 
partment. it was necessary to con­ 
vert Welflin, an infielder, into a 
catcher, where he performed ac- 
Veptably. 
His two triples and a 
double were valuable to a weak-hit- 
titig team. 
Weisgerber, a senior 
but inexperienced, was the regular 
first baseman. 
His fielding was 
good, but he failed to hit. At sec­ 
ond base a freshman, Elmer Kirch­ 
hoff, performed in excellent style. 
He had only one bad game for the 
season, but th at one happened to 
find the Cardinals 
in a hitting 
mood, so no damage was done. He 
played more innings than any other 
member of the 
team and shows 
much promise. At shortstop anoth­ 
er senior, Vernon Pingel, tried his 
hand at a new position. Lemke, a 


age of .375, a keen love for the 
game, and a full quota of courage 
made Hedke the number one out­ 
fielder of the league, in his coach’s 
estimation. Granzin, dangerous lit­ 
tle left-hander, really got started 
hitting only in the second half of 
the season, but finished with a 
mark of .308. He and Mecklenburg 
flanked 
Hedke 
in 
good 
style. 
Proebstle was utility outfielder and 
pinch-hitter. Hamm and Bartholo­ 
mew, not in the line-up much, were 


outfielders and 
baseline 
with plenty of hustle. 
Mel Kehe and Henry Buesing 
were Arlington’s top-ranking pitch­ 
ers. 
Both had plenty of misfor­ 
tune during the season. Pitching 
for a team which made an error 
for every hit collected, they were 
forced to face many extra batsmen 
in every game. 
This meant con­ 
stant “nearing down,” with little 
opportunity to let up and work 
easily. Each had injuries to con­ 
tend wTith. Buesing had a sore spot 
ir. his shoulder throughout the sea­ 
son, and a jammed thumb during 
the last three weeks. Kehe split 
the nail on the index finger of his 
pitching hand about three weeks 
i f ter the conference season started. 
Yet these boys willingly pitched 
when 
asked, 
not only 
starting 
games in turn, but relieving each 
other whenever the 
need arose. 
Buesing finished the Warren game 
after 
Kehe developed 
a blister 
around the broken nail. Two days 
later Kehe finished the Niles game, 
when the support behind Buesing 
cracked wide open and allowed four 
unearned runs on two hits (Hank 
had pitched no-hit ball for four in­ 
nings). Mel faced only five bats­ 
men, getting the first in a double 
play and striking out the last four. 
To finish the season Buesing pitch­ 
ed four innings at 
Lake Forest, 
bearing down effectively, and Kehe 
shut out the gold-eoasters during 
the last three innings. Kehe hit 
.308 and batted clean-up, with a 
double and a triple among his hits. 
The two pitchers laced 258 batsmen 
in the eight games (seven inning 
contests), allowing 55 hits, only 
seven of which were for extra 
bases, and striking out 52, or over 
one-fourth of them. 
Kehe’s bad 
finger caused much wildness and he 
walked 22, but Buesing allowed 
only two passes. 
Kehe 
pitched 
somewhat more innings, but in all 
other respects their averages were 
almost identical. Without their fine 
work the season would have been a 
total loss. 
Because of the 
difficulties en­ 
countered, the boys who played 
baseball for Arlington this year de­ 
serve great credit. They may not 
have been the fastest or the clev­ 
erest athletes in school, but they 
played because they loved the game, 
they worked for all they got and 
their team spirit was 
the finest. 
They finished on top of the second 
division when they could have been 
at the bottom.

should be 
pleasing to them and to their many 
friends.

Behind every firecracker which 
may be sputtering soon in celebra­ 
tion of the Fourth of July lurks 
death, tetanus poisoning, maimed 
hands and sightless eyes. 
While 4,044 soldiers died in the 
American 
Revolution 
and 
6,OOO 
were injured, the casualties result­ 
ing from the annual celebration of 
that occasion have mounted relent­ 
lessly until 4,290 persons have met 
their deaths and 96,000 have been 
injured in accidents involving fire­ 
works in the last thirty years alone. 
For many years the Illinois So­ 
ciety for the Prevention of Blind­ 
ness 
has 
been 
waging 
a 
war 
against the sale and unregulated 
use of fireworks in the state. Each 
year the mounting toll of deaths 
and injuries caused by fireworks 
has spurred on this civic group. 
Many cities and towns of Illinois 
have realized the importance of 
curbing unregulated celebration of 
the Fourth, but in many instances, 
due to lack of such laws for coun­ 
ties, the 
restrictions have been 
limited to the corporate limits of 
each town. 
The appalling toll resulting from 
last years’ celebration alone in the 
state is one for serious thought. In­ 
juries to the eyes top the list with 
112 persons, thirty-four of whom 
today have impaired vision and ten 
who are totally blind. With grim 
regularity the perennial toll goes 
on, and will be curbed only when all 
communities awaken to the danger 
of unregulated sale and use of fire­ 
works and take proper 
action to 
halt the traffic of these explosives. 
The Illinois Society for the Pre­ 
vention of Blindness has no quarrel 
with the pleasure obtained by spec­ 
tators watching pyrotechnic dis­ 
plays—providing the fireworks are 
handled by experts in their use.

The Aims of Valparaiso 
University 
To show that the age-long war- 
i fare between secular science and 
J the Christian religion was an un- 
I necessary, 
useless, 
and 
harmful 
I strife, that the deepest learning 
j and the profoundest faith could be 
I true friends to each other, and 
I could work side by side for a com- 
I mon interest of directing, invigor- 
j ating, and ennobling the lives of 
i men, that was the primary aim. 
j 
This school started oui from the 
j fundamental belief, that man is not 
simply 
a 
perishable 
bundle 
of 
! bones, sinews, and nerves, tem po r- 
■ arily electrified by a vital spark, 
I and 
tem porarily 
inhabited 
by 
thoughts, desires, and volitions of 
a peculiar human mind; but that 
there is in man an indestructible 
elem ent that outlasts physical de­ 
cay, which men, 
as long as the 
I world stands, have called the soul; 
and that it harbors an unbending 
ethical principle, found in no other 
j creature, 
the 
human 
conscience, 
I with its m ighty law of accountabil- 
Iily ’ 
’ 
A full-orbed system of education, 
1 in this view, must serve the en­ 
tire mali, body and soul. It must 
feed and train, not only the brawn 
and the brain, but also the breath 
j of heaven in man, the 
immortal 
spirit. 
It m ust educate an entire 
I human being, not half a one. 
So, this school 
started 
out to 
prove that the I Q test of a be­

the Scriptures of the 
Christian Church is not necessarily 
subnormal; and that Bible-reading, 
private devotion, and church-mem- 


class-room s, and studies, the spir­ 
itual atmosphere in which they had 


•letic sports; he adds color and live­

functions. 
Som etim es, if his professors let 
him, that is the all, or the greater 
part, of his student activities. Some 
com e to colleges and universities 
mainly for these things.

started some time ago to increase 
student enrollment at the universi­ 
ties. 
The claim is still advanced 
that every young person is entitled 
grown to adolescence. The day o f;to a college education, just as he is 
graduation was to find them, not ] entitled to his grammar school and 
only richer in general and special 
knowledge, and better equipped for 
their life-work, but, above all, un­ 
impaired in their faith and undim­ 
med in the joy and ardor of their 
faith. 
The third aim was altruistic and 
patriotic. 
Service 
to 
fellowm en, 
particularly to the less fortunate; 
loyal, unselfish service to our coun­ 
try, its institutions, its adm inis­ 
trative agencies with their ram ify­ 
ing, multitudinous activities,— that 
was the beautiful goal set for the 
training which this school proposed 
to offer in all its departm ents. This 
school wished to enrich, even from 
its humble store, the life of man­ 
kind and of our nation. It meant to 
send its graduates into the world, 
not to see how much they could 
get out of it for them selves, but 
. how much they could put into it 
i from their own intellectual, moral, 
and spiritual treasure. The locali­ 
ties in which their lot would be 
cast, and our whole beloved coun­ 
try, were to be a better place to 
live in because of their living there. 
Those were the aims when we be­ 
gan. They stand unaltered and un­ 
modified today, and with brighter 
prospects of being realized in larg­ 
er measure. 
The work that the 
school has done on these

mental aims, in the first decade of 
its existence, has been increasingly

best advertisem ent and 
recommendation to its particular 
Lutheran constituency and to the 
general public. 
I he Two Indispensable Requisites 
for Attaining These Aims 
In the achievement of its aims 
Valparaiso University has in the 
past, and will in the future, keep 
its mind fixed singly on real values 
in the conduct of this school, so as 
to avoid illusory successes. 
In the equipment of a college and 
university of our tim e a number of 
formidable factors enter in that are 
Ejaculated to attract public atten­ 
tion and admiration, and make for 
the fam e of a school: an im posing 
array of magnificent buildings of 
classical 
architecture, 
scattered 
over a spacious parklike campus 
laid out in a genial scheme of land­ 
scape gardening; well-stocked li­ 
braries and airy reading rooms with 
cozy nooks for special study; lab­ 
oratories liberally furnished with 
the scientific appliances for making 
tests and possible discoveries; mu­ 
seum s for animal, plant, and min­ 
eral studies; art galleries; conser- 


high school education. The United 
States Census Bureau long ago pub­ 
lished the fact that our college and 
university enrollment 
had passed 
the million mark, and has exceeded 
the enrollment of all other universi­ 
ties in the whole world. 
In this age of mass production it 
has become so much of a mass 
movement that it has taxed the ac­ 
commodations of some schools, who 
have adopted rules for restricting 
admission. However, that was also 
necessary 
for 
another 
reason, 
namely, because many of the en­ 
trants were unfit for higher studies. 
Nature had never intended them for 
a university. They proved a drag 
and an incubus on the work of a 
school. To keep them out entrance 
requirements were raised. 
To seek many students, and to 
offer them many attractions, not of 
an educational quality, has proven 
a serious illusion. 
The student who enters college 
eager to learn; who feels a moral 
responsibility to make the best of 
his exceptional opportunity; who 
devotes him self conscientiously to 
i his assigned tasks, and becomes a 
humble and consecrated seeker a ft­ 
er knowledge and trained ability— 
he, h<* or she, is the second valuable 
asset of his school. The world will 
learn, what school 
it was 
that 
trained that young man, that young 
woman; and they them selves will 
tell the world. 
For dear Valparaiso U niversity 
we 
need at this 
moment much 
greater funds, a larger and better 
equipment, som e buildings. The ad­ 
ministration is engaged, with evi­ 
dent success, in the task of pro­ 
viding these. But her greatest as­ 
sets, which we shall always cher­ 
ish, which we shall give for, work 
for, pray for, is faculties of good 
teachers, and classes of good stu­ 
dents. 
Money cannot buy these; 
they are gifts of God. So then, let’s 
pray for them; and if we really 
pray for them, we w ill also do 
som ething else to get them and to 
keep them.
